Werwbousy or thi 
White Skin and Jacqucs Crow, or Nawbagaw, of the Potowntomy nation were cxemined be- 
force Squire Ferry (James I. Godfroy and Col. John Anderson sworn as interpreters) at 

the Court House in the village (Monroe). According to the story of the prisonors 
they had exchanged venison "for a quantity of that “staple product of Michigan, rm 
whiskey". During the drunken spree which phe psig Mcchiquay or the Turtlc, fatally 
Stabbed a brother of Wawbousy, who in retaliation killed Mcchiquey. Jacqucs Crow sd- 
mittcd thet he struck the squaw, Amboquow, but did not think he killed her 

"The prisoners gave themsclves up without making cny resistenco; and 
cd not in the least concerned 2s to consequences. The murderer of Mechiqury enve i: 
his testimony against himself, with a dignity of countenance and sn apperrance of 
truth, that did not fail to excite wonder and surprise in the by-stendcrs. His storm 
was brief, and ought to come home to the heart of cvory rctniler of whiskey to t! 
abject sons of the forest. ‘We bought whiskey of the white man - we got a@runk - 
Mechiquay killed my brother - and I killed him}'" 

The prisoners were committed to jail, to await their trinl before t 
Supreme Court in February. 

"\Jewbousy, nameeee, scorning the control of the white man, on being tke: 
out this morning for an airing, gave Mr. Jriler verte pe aaire the slip, and shortly 
sought refuge in the obscurity of his native forest!" - Michigen Sentincl.

tion never observed in their provious visits. Kishkauko then requested the jailor 
to visit him with whom he shook hands affectionately, thanked hin, and concluded by 
asking for somo liquor, which he had nevor been knowm to deo before. --- In the morm- 
ing, at an carly hour, e« number cf his family, men end women, appescred at the jail 
and requested to see Kishkauko. On approaching the coor of the cell, they called 
his name two or three times, and finding him lifclcss, they expressed cxultation 
rather than surprisc, and imicdiatoly left town for Seginew. A fow remerinec to por- 
form the ceremonies of his funeral, which took plece by moonlight, at a farm near 
this city. Thus has perished one of the most despotic and influcnticl savage 
monarchs of modern times.

GENEALOGY OF THE KINNICUTT FAMILY 
Contributed by Mrs. John E. Clapp of Detroit 


This record was found between the leaves of a Bible befonging to Richard 
Carr Upton of Mt. Clemens, Michigan, Mrs, Clapp®s brother-in-law, He doés not know 
by whom they were written nor is there anything in the records themselves to offer 
much of a clue, since there seems to be no connection between them and the Upton 
family records in the Bible, The record is in duplicate, in seemingly two differ- 
ent handwritings, containing a few variations which will be noted, After the title 
as noted above, one record has this added “(very imperfect)". 


The father of my great great Grandfather was an Englishman & the name in 
England & formerly here was spelled Kennicot, 

John Kinnicutt was my great great Grandfather, His residence was in Warren, 
Rhode Island & he owned the Estate getill held in Possession by members of the Kin- 
nicutt family.
